Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that a three 
dimensional database is not a manipulated image as required by claim 1. Furthermore the Applicant argues that throughout the 
description of Jain et al there is no disclosure of the three dimensional database in the form of an image being displayed using a display 
device. This contrasts to claim 1 which requires a display device adapted to receive the manipulated image from t he image manipulator 
and to display the manipulated image. The applicant argues that it is clear throughout Jain et al that although a three dimensional 
database is generated, the purpose and use of the three dimensional database is to enable a selection of one of a plurality of available 
images from the three dimensional database to be displayed to the user. Therefore, there is no teaching or suggestion as taught by Jain 
et al of integers (c) to (e) of claim 1. Similar arguments apply to the remaining inde pendent claims. 

In response, the examiner notes that in figure 19e and in column 34 lines 25 - 39, and also in column 40 lines 14 et seq. Jain et al. 
teaches that the three dimensional database is used to produce virtual cameras with virtual views/images created by manipulating a 
plurality of scenes into a single manipulated image to be displayed to the user. Also, in column 20 line 60 - column 21 line 3 Jain et al. 
teaches that MPI video viewing is achieved to the user. 
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
